Your  town  dump  has  been  set  up  for  j^ur  personal  con- 
venience. It  provides  a  suitable  place  where  you  can  dispose: 
lof  the  large  amounts  of  dangerous,  inflammable  waste  ma- 
terial and  other  useless  items  which  accumulate  around  your 
household  and  local  stores,  brush,  etc.,  cut  on  your  property. 
The  town  dump  has  become  a  valuable  and  indispensable 
lasset  in  modern  community  life. 

The  most  successful  town  dumps  are  supervised  -  regular 
days  provided  for  their  use  and  inflammable  material  con- 
sistently burned.  The  town  dump  which  receives  no  attention, 
where  waste  material  is  scattered  about  without  supervision 
of  any  description,  soon  becomes  a  commimity  menace  and  a, 
liability  rather  than  an  asset. 

Many  people  still  burn  debris  around  their  homes.  A  large 
number  of  such  fires  get  out  of  control  causing  unnecessary 
damage  and  expense  to  the  burner.  Why  bum  at  home?  Make 
use  of  your  town  dump  and  eliminate  the  hazard  of  burning. 
It  will  be  easier  for  you  -  personally  and  financially. 

If,  however,  you  do  burn  on  your  premises 

1.  Secure  a  permit  from  your  local  forest  fire  warden  -  the 
law  requires  it.

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  in  the  Auditorium  of  the 
Hillsborough  High  School  in  said  Precinct  on  Monday,  the 
18th  day  of  March,  1957,  at  seven-thirty  o'clock  in  the 
afternoon,  to  act  upon  the  following  subjects: 

Article     1.  To  choose  a  Moderator  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Article    2.  To  choose  a  Clerk  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Article  3.  To  choose  one  Water  Commissioner  to  serve 
five  years  and  one  Fire  Commissioner  to  serve  three  years. 

Article  4.  To  choose  a  Treasurer,  Auditors  and  other 
necessary  Precinct  Officers  for  the  ensuing  year.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 
HILLSBORO-DEERING  COOPERATIVE 

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Hillsboro  and  Deering: 

Again,  I  am  happy  to  have  the  opportunity  to  present,  for 
your  consideration,  my  third  annual  report. 

As  you  know,  since  last  May  our  school  has  been  operating 
under  very  difficult  conditions  due  to  the  construction  pro- 
gram. It  has  not  been  easy  for  the  teachers,  the  administra- 
tion, the  custodians  or  the  ipupils.  However,  it  is  our  hope 
that  by  the  middle  of  April  this  will  all  be  behind  us  and  the 
remainder  of  the  school  year  will  be  spent  utilizing  our  new 
facilities  to  the  best  advantage. 

Due  to  the  construction  program  it  was  necessary  to  obtain 
quarters  for  three  elementary  classes  outside  of  the  school 
and  the  new  armory  was  made  available  to  us  by  the  Gover- 
nor and  Council.  Former  General  John  Jacobson,  Mr.  Elwin 
Phelps  and  Mr.  Ralph  K.  LaRose  have  been  extremely  co- 
operative in  helping  us  obtain  these  very  adequate  facilities. 

The  new  building  program  has  not  progressed  as  fast  as  we 
would  like  to  have  seen  it,  but  in  many  instances  it  was  not 
the  fault  of  the  contractor.  Mid-summer  strikes  in  several 
areas  delayed  delivery  of  key  items  and  the  local  labor 
market  at  times  presented  problems.  Our  Architect,  Mr. 
Irving  Hersey,  was  extremely  helpful  in  expediting  mater- 
ials and  has  supervised  the  job  at  regular  intervals.  We 
have  received  many  fine  compliments  on  the  building  and 
feel  that  you  will  be  pleased  with  the  finished  product.  A 
financial  accounting  to  date  will  be  found  elsewhere  in  the 
school  report. 

As  was  anticipated,  the  income  of  the  state  was  sufficient 
to  provide  the  School  Building  Aid  program  and  being  a 
Cooperative  School  District  we  received  40%  of  our  bond 
payments  for  1956  which  amounted  to  $8,000.00.  Much  to  our 
surprise  we  were  advised  in  September  that  we  would  receive 
$1,364.04  in  state  ^aid  this  year.  Therefore  our  amount  to  be 

raised  by  taxation  was  reduced  that  much.  However,  due  to 
the  increase  in  taxable  property  in  Hillsboro  during  this  ipast 
year  we  do  not  anticipate  that  we  will  be  eligible  for  any 
state  aid  for  the  year  1957-58. 
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Each  year,  I  am  forced  to  advise  you  that  cost  of  school 
lOperation  is  increasing.  However,  I  assume  that  you  find  the 
same  thing  be  true  of  your  personal  expenses.  You  may  be 
interested  to  know  that  a  report  of  high  school  costs  from 
the  State  Department  of  Education  shows  Hillsboro-Deering's 
cost  per  pupil  to  be  $319.27.  We  were  51st  from  the  top  out  of 
79  schools.  The  high  was  $1,217.94,  the  low  $184.06,  the  median. 
$341.46,  and  the  average  $376.54.  However,  another  report 
showing  teacher's  salaries  indicated  that  we  compared  fav- 
orably with  schools  of  our  size  but  that  our  maximum  salary 
for  teachers  is  low. 

Again  this  year,  our  budget  will  call  for  an  increased 
appropriation.  More  than  50%  of  this  increase  is  due  to  ad- 
ditional teachers  which  you  were  advised  four  years  ago 
would  have  to  be  hired  this  year.  As  we  look  to  the  future  it 
appears  that  our  budgets  will  continue  to  increase  and  the 
only  possible  relief  from  direct  taxation  to  finance  the 
schools  is  a  state  aid  program  which  would  make  a  sizable 
contribution.  This  cannot  be  done  under  the  present  tax 
structure. 

As  you  know,  plans  for  the  new^  construction  were  drawn 
and  contracts  let  prior  to  the  announcement  of  the  coming 
of  Sylvania  and  the  reopening  of  the  Woods'  Mill.  There  has 
been  some  question  in  our  minds  as  to  the  adequacy  of  our 
planning  because  of  this  new  industry  and  we  have  wondered 
what  the  impact  would  be  uipon  the  schools.  At  this  writing  it 
appears  that  most  of  our  growth  has  taken  place  in  the  ele- 
mentary school  and  with  the  exception  of  the  fourth  grade 
there  has  been  no  problem.  Both  sections  have  thirty-one 
pupils  registered,  which  is  a  little  higher  than  we  like  to 
see  it.  However,  it  seems  that  any  new  need  for  school  house 
oonstiniction  will  be  in  direct  proportion  to  future  home  con- 
struction in  the  community. 

There  are  four  active  cooperative  school  districts  in  the 
state  all  comtprised  of  two  towns  with  the  exception  of  one 
which  has  three  towns.  In  all  probability  there  will  be  legis- 
lation adopted  at  this  session  of  the  General  Court  which  will 
make  it  necessary  for  not  less  than  three  towns  to  cooperate 
in  the  future.  The  underlying  reason  for  this  is  that  it  is 
difficult  to  obtain  enough  pupils  from  two  small  schools  to 
provide  the  type  of  a  program  that  the  cooperative  was  in- 
tended to  provide. 
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Cooperatives  are  going  to  get  a  "shot  in  the  arm"  when  the 
State  Department  of  Education  adopts  what  is  called,  "A 
Framework  for  Secondary  Education  in  New  Hamipshire." 
This  program  is  an  effort  on  the  part  of  the  State  Board  to 
raise  the  standards  of  education  in  New  Hampshire.  It  will 
made  it  very  difficult  for  the  small  high  school  to  continue  in 
operation,  thus  the  reason  so  many  small  communities  are 
studying  the  possibility  of  cooperating. 

Although  much  of  the  work  in  Hillsboro  has  been  tied  to 
the  building  program  during  the  past  year,  it  has  been  an 
interesting  year  and  much  has  been  accomplished.  The  Citi- 
zens of  Hillsboro  have  been  wonderful  in  adjusting  to  the 
many  problems  with  which  they  have  been  presented  and 
my  many  thanks  for  their  patience. 

May  I  also  express  my  aippreciation  to  the  School  Board 
members  from  both  Hillsboro  and  Deering.  Your  cooperation 
with  each  other  and  with  me  has  been  exemplary  of  what  a 
group  can  do  when  working  for  a  common  purpose.

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SCHOOL  NURSE'S  REPORT 

To  the  Board  of  Education: 

I  am  submitting  an  account  of  the  school  nursing  work  for 
the  year  1955-56. 

The  Pre-School  Registration  for  next  September  took  place 
in  school  as  in  previous  years,  with  both  teachers  of  first 
grade  present,  42  registered. 

Late  September  we  had  a  very  mild  case  of  Polio,  a  boy  in 
the  third  grade.  This  boy  was  not  vaccinated  against  the 
disease  in  the  spring  at  our  clinic  in  school.  It  proved  to  be  a 
mild  case,  and  non-paralytic.  Nevertheless,  it  was  a  positive 
case,  and  our  Board  of  Health  Officer  here  in  town  was 
provided  with  Gamma  Globulin  from  the  State  Board  of 
Health  Department  in  Concord.  This  was  given  to  28  pupils, 
all  those  who  came  in  contact  with  the  boy,  either  in  the 
classroom,  including  his  teacher,  or  on  the  bus.  This  took 
place  October  5.  On  October  11  all  the  children  who  had 
tbeir  first  shot  of  the  Salk  Anti  Polio  Vaccine  in  the  spring, 
received  their  second  shot.  The  Gamma  Globulin  is  not  a 
vaccine,  it  is  given  only  to  those  in  contact,  and  the  protection 
lasts  only  four  to  six  weeks.  Fifty-nine  from  Hillsboro-Deer- 
ing  and  four  from  Stoddard  received  their  second  shot  of 
Salk  vaccine.  On  February  0,  1956,  we  had  a  very  large  Anti 
Polio  Clinic  in  school,  for  everyone  from  one  year  through 
fourteen  and  pregnant  mothers.  We  had  two  local  doctors  in 
attendance,  four  registered  nurses  besides  the  State  Nurse 
and  myself,  six  ladies  as  assistants.  262  from  our  school  were 
vaccinated,  this  took  practically  all  of  tbe  nine  grades,  106 
pre-school  and  6  adults.  No  reaction  recorded. 

We  have  the  T.B.  Patch  Test  Clinic  in  our  school  every 
two  years  and  were  due  for  the  clinic  in  the  sfpring  of  1956. 
This  includes  pupils  from  the  7th  grade  through  the  12th 
grade  but  this  year,  for  a  special  reason,  I  felt  that  a  general 
survey  throughout  the  school  was  in  order.  On  March  17  we 
held  a  T.B.  Patch  Clinic  in  school  for  everyone  from  the  first 
through  the  twelfth  grades.  They  were  patched  on  Monday, 
de- patched  on  Wednesday,  and  read  again  on  Friday  for 
possible  reactors.  Those  reactors  as  all  the  Seniors,  regard- 
less, plus  fourteen  teachers,  the  secretary,  the  ladies  in  the 
cafeteria  (  3  of  them  ) ,  thirty -one  out  patients  referred  to  me 
by   their   physicians   were  chest  X-rayed   on  April   27.   All 
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reports  were  forwarded  to   me,  and  not  one  positive  T.B. 
found. 

A  large  number  of  pupils  were  taken  by  me  to  the  Opthalm- 
ologist  for  eye  refraction  in  Concord  and  Manchester.  The 
Lions  Club  paid  for  at  least  four  pairs  of  eye  glasses  for 
needy  ones. 

The  hearing  test  was  given  to  a  limited  number  of  pupils, 
173.  No  new  cases  of  defective  hearing  were  found.  The 
same  four  with  loss  of  hearing  from  one  ear  have  had  all  that 
can  be  done,  they  have  repeatedly  been  taken  to  Otologists 
and  nothing  more  can  be  done. 

We  had  some  impetigo,  not  too  many  cases,  and  very  few 
cases  of  pediculosis,  all  of  them  were  taken  care  of  very 
promptly.  We  also  had  a  large  amount  of  German  Measles, 
especially  in  the  lower  grades. 

Forty-six  pupils  in  Grammar  School  and  thirty-seven  in 
Junior  High  and  High  School  received  nursing  care  in  one 
form  or  another.  Several  were  taken  to  the  Doctor's  office  for 
X-ray  and  for  minor  injuries. 

Free  lunches  were  provided  by  the  school  to  seventeen 
/pupils  also  half-price  to  nine  others.  Thanksgiving  dinners 
were  paid  for  by  me  for  eleven  pupils  with  Salvation  Army 
Fund.  Christmas  dinners  to  seventeen  pupils  paid  with  left 
over  money  from  the  Lions  Club  Christmas  check  to  me  for 
Christmas  dinners  for  needy  ones.  I  also  paid  half-price 
lunches  for  two  boys  after  they  lost  their  home  by  fire  for  the, 
remainder  of  the  school  year  with  money  from  a  special 
fund. 

I  have  reported  to  school  daily  after  lunch,  and  in  the  fore- 
noon w^hen  called  for  emergency.
